NEW YORK The American Red Cross contin- 
ues to see an outpouring of donations in the 
aftermath of Superstorm Sandy. 

As of early Monday, the Red Cross had 
raked in nearly $85 million in donations — 
more than double the nearly $35 million it 
had raised through Friday morning, the aid 
organization said. About $23 million was con- 
tributed during NBC’s benefit concert and 
hour-long telethon Friday. Stars, including 
Bruce Springsteen, Jon Bon Jovi, Christina 
Aguilera, Jon Stewart and Jimmy Fallon, 
made appearances during the event.

cold looms 
for survivors 


NEW YorK Tired, home- 
less and emotionally 
drained, 76-year-old Frank 
Gissi was not planning 

to vote Tuesday. The 
storm-battered former 
cop is among hundreds 
of displaced people in 

the coastal Staten Island 
neighborhood of New 
Dorp with more basic 
things to tend to, eight 
days after superstorm 
Sandy knocked out power 
and swept away homes. 

“Pm sick, crying,” he 
said. “I lost everything.” 

Overall, more than 
139,000 Staten Island 
households were affect- 
ed by Sandy, and some 
13,000 remain without 
power, according to util- 
ity company Con Edison. 

Elsewhere, New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
visited hard-hit Rockaway 
Peninsula neighborhoods 
in Queens, where sanita- 
tion workers continued 
cleanup efforts. Some 
28,000 households in 
Queens also remained 
without power. 

According to the lat- 
est death toll, Sandy has 
claimed 110 lives across 
the Northeastern U.S. 
Next, freezing tempera- 
tures, lingering power 
outages and an incom- 
ing low pressure system 
could make matters 
worse. 

“Now if the snow 
comes in heavy, we're 
cooked,” Gissi said. 

Tuesday morning 
brought life-threatening 
cold across the New York 
metropolitan region, with 
temperatures dropping 
into the 20s. cnn

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Obama 
supporters 
flock to 
McCormick

As polls began closing across the 
country, and states on the electoral 
map started to turn red and blue, 
throngs of President Obama’s sup- 
porters filed into a hall in McCormick 
Place for a night they hoped would 
end in victory. 

Many had worked hard for Obama's 
re-election, and said that they wanted 
to be part of what could be an historic 
night. Sylvia Williams, 80, and Mary 
Austin, 82, missed their usual Tuesday 
night with the Classy Divas bowling 
league for an opportunity to hear the 
president speak. 

“I’m on top of the world,” said 
Williams, of Markham, who spent 
weeks working to get out the vote for 
Obama. 

“This is history all over again,” said 
Austin, who lives in Harvey. 

The rally was never expected 
to match the spectacle of 2008, 
when an estimated 240,000 people 
streamed into Grant Park to see a vic- 
torious Obama speak. The president's 
campaign chose to remain indoors 
this year, where the crowd was limited 
to a few thousand supporters. Some 
celebrities were expected as well, in- 
cluding Stevie Wonder, Ashley Judd 
and will.i.am.

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OBAMA APPEARS HEADED FOR 
RE-ELECTION AS CONTROL OF 
CONGRESS REMAINS DIVIDED

President Obama appeared headed for re-election Tuesday, according 
to several TV networks projections, based on Mitt Romney’s slimming 
chances to gain the 270 electoral votes necessary for victory. 

But Republicans appeared set to retain control of the House by a 
healthy margin, and Democrats the Senate, buoyed by the victories of 
Democrat Joe Donnelly over Republican Richard Mourdock in Indiana 
and incumbent Democrat Claire McCaskill over Todd Akin in Missouri. 

Both outcomes were a blow to Republicans, who had great hopes for

picking up the seats only to see the two GOP candidates’ campaigns go 
off the rails over comments about rape. 

With the overall makeup of Congress unlikely to change, the com- 
bustible yet unyielding Washington power dynamic remains in place, 
despite a record $6 billion in spending on federal campaigns. 

In three closely contested suburban congressional races in Illinois, 
Democrats were poised for a clean sweep over Republican incumbents. 

Early returns and projections by news services and networks gave 
Obama victories in a handful of critical states including Pennsylvania, 
New Hampshire, Michigan, Iowa and Wisconsin, home of Romney’s 
running mate, Rep. Paul Ryan. Still on the bubble were top battle- 
grounds of Florida and Ohio. 

Romney had made a late play for Pennsylvania, traditionally a Demo- 
cratic leaning state, and when networks announced that it would be car- 
ried by the president, Obama’s supporters at a McCormick Place elec-

tion night rally erupted in cheers. 

Leota Johnson, a 74-year-old resident of Kenwood, where 
Obama also owns a home, broke into a little dance when she heard 
the news. 

“I prayed today,” said Johnson, a retired city worker. “I don’t 
pray for politicians very often, but I made an exception this time.” 

The Obama rally, a mixture of cheer and tension, was a far cry 
from the exultant open air party that erupted four years ago in 
Grant Park, when 240,000 people celebrated the election of a 
hometown favorite who seemed to admirers to transcend what is 
wrong with politics. Even the temperatures cooperated that night 
at a balmy 71 degrees—26 degrees higher than Tuesday. 

To many back then, even as the economy was in near free-fall, 
Obama appeared to embody his catchphrase, hope and change. 
He was the first African-American elected to the White House, 
not to mention the first Chicagoan. 

In subsequent years, critics used that latter point to diminish 
Obama by seeking to link him to a thuggish and archaic stereo- 
type of Chicago-style politics. It didn’t help that former Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich was sent to prison for trying to sell an appointment to 
the US. Senate seat that Obama vacated after the 2008 presiden-

tial election. 

But in stitching together a sophisticated, state-by-state get- 
out-the-vote operation, Obama and his stable of Chicago-based 
strategists put on a clinic in the real power of the city’s brand of 
politics, methodical preparation and the ability to leverage large 
grassroots armies of supporters. 

Election 2012, many hoped, would prove a clarifying event that 
would move a deeply divided nation in one direction or the other 
on vital policy questions of debt, deficits, taxes, entitlements and 
health care reform, to name just a few. 

Also unclear is how to find a path to avoid the so-called fiscal 
cliff in just a handful of weeks before the economy gets socked 
Jan. 1 with a double whammy: Big spending cuts and big tax hikes, 
both baked into existing law and, if combined, threaten to hobble 
growth. 

Democrats and Obama demand any resolution to the crisis 
must include tax hikes on wealthier Americans as a matter of fair- 
ness, while Republicans insist that will stifle the economy and re- 
fuse to consider it. 

It is a fundamental philosophical chasm which the divided elec- 
tion outcome may do little to bridge.

By 5 p.m., the elec- 
tions board had fielded more than 1,200 
calls about voters unable to find where 
to vote. “We had a bit of a bumpy ride 
this morning,” said Langdon Neal, chair- 
man of the Chicago Board of Election 
Commissioners. “We apologize for those 
two hours of a bumpy ride, but we think 
we have righted the ship.”

Democrats appeared poised Tuesday night 
to use a new congressional map to wipe out 
Republican gains made in Illinois two years 
ago. 

In five of six heavily contested races for the 
US. House, Democrats held margins ranging 
from comfortable to close. 

Leading the way was Democratic challeng- 
er Tammy Duckworth, who defeated fresh- 
man Republican Rep. Joe Walsh in the north- 
west suburban 8th Congressional District. 

Former Democratic Rep. Bill Foster is 
headed back to Congress after defeating 
veteran Republican Rep. Judy Biggert. And 
on the North Shore, Democratic challenger 
Brad Schneider held a thin lead over fresh- 
man Republican Rep. Robert Dold. 

Democrats also led in two of three Down- 
state races. The party, by virtue of its control 
of state government, got to draw the new 
boundaries following the federal census. The 
Democratic goal was to reverse the 11-8 Re- 
publican edge in the state’s House delegation. 

Meanwhile, a majority of Illinois represen- 
tatives — including Jesse Jackson Jr., who liter- 
ally phoned-in his campaign while on medical 
leave— appeared on the way to their expected 
victories Tuesday night. 

Nationally, Democrats in Washington had 
said Illinois was the road to retaking the 
House from Republicans who won it in 2010. 
But Republicans were confident they would 
retain control. 


Schneider ahead in 10th District 
Schneider, a political newcomer and busi- 
ness consultant, was leading in a redrawn 
roth District with 50.4 percent of the vote 
to Dold’s 49.6 percent with 98 percent of the 
precincts reporting, according to unofficial 
results. 

Dold led most of the night, but a late Sch- 
neider surge in Lake County put him slightly 
ahead. Some votes still were uncounted in 
Cook County, where Schneider had a small 
edge all evening. Roughly 2,000 votes sepa- 
rated the candidates. 

Dold spokesman John McGovern called 
the race extremely close, and said there were 
“still votes to be counted.”

Foster completed his political comeback, 
outdistancing Biggert in a race that wasn’t as 
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at his post-election party.

Downstate 

In western Illinois, freshman Republican 
Bobby Schilling trailed Democratic challeng- 
er Cheri Bustos, a former journalist and city 
council member. Bustos had 55 percent of the 
vote to Schilling’s 45 percent, with 34 percent 
of precincts reporting in the 17th District 


that runs along Illinois’ northwestern edge, 
encompassing parts of the Rockford, the 
Quad Cities and Peoria areas. 

In central Illinois, Democrat David Gill, a 
repeat candidate and physician, trailed with 
45 percent of the vote compared to 48 per- 
cent for Rodney Davis, a former GOP con- 
gressional aide. Their open seat 13th District 
stretches from Champaign southwest to the 
Mississippi River. 

In far southern Illinois, Democrat attorney 
Bill Enyart held a slight lead, with 49 percent 
of the vote compared to 48 percent for Re- 
publican lumber executive Jason Plummer 
with 39 percent of ballots counted.

Trial comes down 
to ‘code of silence’

It was only because the shocking images were 
caught on videotape that Anthony Abbate was 
arrested, charged and fired from his job as a 
Chicago police officer for viciously beating a 
female bartender at a Northwest Side bar while 
he was off duty in 2007, a jury was told Tuesday. 

Attorneys for the bartender, Karolina Ob- 
rycka, said the disturbing videotape made it 
more difficult for Abbate to hide behind what 
they allege is a code of silence in the Chicago 
Police Department that stretches from rank 
and-file officers to the superintendent's office 
and allows officers to act with impunity. 

“The city came this close to walking away 
from one of the biggest black eyes in its his- 
tory,” said attorney Patrick Provenzale, who 
represents Obrycka, as he held a DVD copy 
of the infamous footage in his hand and turned

Sub detected off U.S. coast 


The US. Navy detected and tracked a Russian 
nuclear-powered attack submarine less than 
300 miles from the southern East Coast last 
month, according to US. defense officials. 

While the submarine did not enter US. ter- 
ritorial waters or follow any U.S. Navy ships, 
its arrival came while a Navy carrier strike 
group was training off Florida, according to 
defense officials who could not speak publicly 
because of the sensitivity of the issue. 

The move by the Russians to put the ship 
close to the U.S. demonstrates its desire to 
ramp up deep-water patrolling by its subma- 
rine fleet—something the Russian govern- 
ment has said it would do, officials said.

It is Nov. 2, a Friday, and though practice is 
over, Charles Tillman is working on his foot- 
work. Nearly all his teammates already are 
inside Halas Hall, but Tillman is jogging baby 
steps in figure eights, right-forward-left-back- 
right-back-left-forward. He’s got to get better. 
He knows this. 

Thankfully it’s Friday, so he’s sharp. In his 
own estimation, he “sucks” in practice early 
in the week. The coaches trick the defense 
with play design and new alignments, Tillman 
explains, and he gets tricked. He misreads 
routes. He loses. 

Then he watches film. He learns from his 
mistakes. Slowly, steadily, he wins. 

Winning means execution. And execution 
requires preparation. One by one, Tillman 
ticks down his list of preparations. “Foot- 
work,” he says, having finally come off the 
practice field. “Making sure I have the proper 
eye placement when tracking the ball. Mak- 
ing sure I have the proper hand placement 
when I’m getting ready to jam somebody. Just 
little things.” 

And what else? 

“I'd say footwork and the little things of ev- 
ery defense,” he says. “Running to the ball and 
outplaying somebody. Or outworking some- 
body. You don’t need talent for that.” 

Tillman and teammate Tim Jennings are 
garnering attention as arguably the best cor- 
nerback tandem in the NFL. Tillman leads 
the league with seven forced fumbles; Jen- 
nings tops the NFL with six interceptions.

What does Tillman learn from Jennings? 

“I would say footwork.” Tillman says. “I 
wish I had the footwork that et hack His feet, 
they’re so quick. He’s a simaller guy, anel aetu- 
ally smaller guys are quicker, 30 T'in always try- 
ing to mimic his foorwark, trying to get my 
feet as quick as his.” 

Nowhere does Tillman menrcien the orair 
for which he has becarne Famous, hig tracle- 
mark ball punch, a skill he used like a fumbble- 
forcing sensei Sunday during the Gears’ 5-20 
deconstruction of the Tinnessve Titans. 

That’s because to him, forced fumbles are 
neither an accident nor a mystery 

“It’s always on my eibicid,” hee told thee ine 
dia after forcing a carcer-high four furnltes 
against Tennessee. “I am very conscious af it. 1 
speak it. I believe it. ] practice it, Ir happens.” 

Again and again, Tillman has attacked ball 
catriers, wrapping up fur the tackle with ane 
arm and both shoulders while ae of his fists 
pounds at the football. “Tillman rarely creates 
the bone-rattling hits that tearnanates Brian 
Urlacher and Lance Tiriges use vo intienidane 
offensive players, so his abilin: te punch the 
ball free is its own branel of intimidation, 

Tt’s a skill he used co force owe hurnbles 
from Titans All-Pro running back (chris Jnhn- 
son on Sunday, and to kaick loose 2 potential 
touchdown pass inteneled fur Detroit ALL-Pro 
receiver Calvin Johnsun in Wtek 7. 

But the ball punch is merely ame of his 
talents. Calvin Johnson was targeted for 
II passes and caught only three. Most were 
disrupted simply by Tillman’s intelligent, 
physical style of defense.

Listening to Sharon 
Van Etten’s music, 
one would never 
guess she has a dif- 
ficult time showing 
vulnerability. 

The Jersey-born 

: rl singer-songwriter’s 

kaeahcaa albums are univer- 
Seat et sally confessional, steeped in heartache, 
longing and regret, and listening to battered 
=e tunes like “Joke or a Lie” can feel a bit like 
overhearing a private conversation. Yet in 
the newly revamped liner notes for Van 
Etten’s stunning third album “Tramp,” which 
recently was reissued in a deluxe edition that 
includes demo versions of each song, she 
writes that learning to show vulnerability 
remains an ongoing struggle. 

“You write these vulnerable songs as a sort 
of therapy, but if you don’t confront people 
4 on a daily basis it’s not reality. There’s still a 

: bit of separation there,” said Van Etten, 31, 
reached on a tour stop in Florida. “Now I 
want to allow myself to be more vulnerable 

= and more direct with people in my day-to- 
= day life.” 

The singer certainly didn’t hold back in 
conversation, opening up about her whirl- 
wind 2012, the reason she has trouble show- 
ing anger and why she thinks her next album 
will (finally!) paint a much sunnier picture. 


I just heard the demos you're releasing with 
the special edition of “Tramp.” Is it strange 
to have these songs out there in such raw, 
unvarnished form? 

I’m kind of excited about it because I’m 
always interested in hearing where people 
came from and how they progressed. I be- 
lieve my songs are strong enough to stand on 
their own—even way back then when they 
were recorded badly and minimally. 


You also reprinted a number of journal 
entries, including one from January 2011 
where things seemed a bit more uncertain.

How have things changed for you since you 
wrote that entry? 

I feel pretty lucky with how things have 
been going and how the album was received. 
The tour has been going well, and the audi- 
ences have been growing organically. I’ma 
lot more grounded than I started off the year 
being. 


What’s been the most surreal part of this 
year? 

Whew, well, there have been many moments, 
but I think it all builds up to when we played 
“Later with...Jools Holland” a couple weeks 
ago and J actually got to meet John Cale. The 
whole album was dedicated to John Cale, 

and it was an homage to one of my favorite 
records by him [“Fear”]. Then here we are 

on “Jools Holland” and our bands are set up 
right next to each other. 


Were you able to speak intelligently? Or did 
you just turn into a babbling superfan? 

I totally did that, but in that way where I 
could only say like six words or something. 
He just tapped my shoulder and was like, 
“Thanks for the dedication. That was really 
nice.” And I was like, “Oh c’mon, man, don’t 
make me cry!” 


I was surprised to read that the song “Ser- 
pents” dates back a number of years. 

Yeah. I had been listening to a lot of PJ 
Harvey and I was just messing around and 
thrashing on an electric guitar when I was 
having a really bad day. I recorded it, set it 
aside and then never thought about it again. 


Then {The National guitarist} Aaron 
Dessner, who produced the record, said, “I 
love all the songs you’re showing me, but 
they’re all mid-tempo. Do you have any rock 
songs in your back catalog?” That’s when 

I went back to these ideas I really didn’t 
think would be anything and said, “Is there 
anything here you think I should work on?” 
“Serpents” was the song where he said, “This 
is the one. Work on it.” 


It’s definitely a more aggressive song. Did it 
feel out of character for you? 

It’s a side of myself I was afraid to show 
people. I always felt showing anger like that 
was a weakness. It’s taken me awhile to not 
be afraid to do that. 


I like that you also included a more optimis- 
tic journal entry from this past August. Are 
you ina good place these days? 

I think I’m ina really good place, but I think 
everyone struggles from time to time. ’m 
pretty lucky. I’m surrounded by friends, I 
have a wonderful boyfriend and my family is 
so supportive. Everyone has their down days. 
Unfortunately that’s when I am the most 
prolific. 


Right, so then people get this idea you’re just 
some Eeyore-esque sad-sack. 

{Laughs.]} I know! I’m writing more optimis- 
tic songs now. They’re more like love songs — 
and not in a broken-hearted way. I hope that 
comes across whenever I get to record them.

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The app’s the thing as Shakespeare goes digital

William Shakespeare’s plays are getting a 
21st century makeover in the form of new 
apps for tablets and smartphones nearly 500 
years after the Bard took pen to parchment. 

Plays such as “Romeo and Juliet” and 
“Macbeth” spring to life through iPad apps 
released by Cambridge University Press, 
which pairs the texts with audio perfor 
mances, commentary and other interactive 
content, transforming the classic plays for 
the digital age. 

The apps are part of a new series called 
“Explore Shakespeare” that was introduced 
by the British publishing house to expand 
the playwright’s reach to casual readers. 

‘A lot of people have a copy of Shake- 
speare on their bookshelf that they never 
got around to reading because they have this 
idea that Shakespeare is hard or has to be 
studied to be appreciated,” said John Petti- 
grew, executive producer of the series. 

Pettigrew believes the plays are meant to 
be enjoyed and are accessible, provided read- 
ers are given context to overcome outdated 
or poetic language. 

While the core focus of the app is on the

actual text, readers can consult glossaries, 
notes, photos and synopses at any point in 
the script. “Everything there is designed to 
keep you in the play and to put you in the 
mind of the actor, director or writer,” he said. 

To understand less common language, 
readers can tap on words and phrases to 
delve into their meaning. 

‘A classic one is in ‘Romeo and Juliet’ which 
is ‘Wherefore art thou Romeo?’ It’s not 
‘Where are you Romeo?’; It’s ‘Why are you 


Romeo?’ So that kind of phrase gets a glossary 
to explain what is meant,” Pettigrew said. 

The apps also include full audio perfor- 
mances from stars such as Kate Beckinsale 
and Martin Sheen. Other features help read- 
ers visualize relations between actors in a 
scene, understand how Shakespeare inter- 
weaves themes throughout the play and ana- 
lyze the text more thoroughly. 

“You can delve into the language or 
themes or interpretation, but our first task is 


to show that it’s just a good story,” Pettigrew 
said. 

Four more apps including “Twelfth Night,” 
“A Midsummer’s Night Dream,” “Hamlet” 
and “Othello” are due to be released in com- 
ing months for $13.99 each. 

Pettigrew said the app is vetted for accu- 
racy by experts and includes supporting ma- 
terial, designed to augment the original text.

My cooking style is pretty much my personality. 
.. _[ think its fun and whimsical and [inspired by] 
stuff that I’ve experienced in my life. 


Did food play a big role in your life growing up? 
Oh my gosh, yes. I don’t know if you know 

any other Filipinos, but everything is around 

the kitchen table. It is the place where me and 
my family always talk and where everything is 
centered around.

Oars 
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Autumn’s beer picks 
go beyond pumpkin 


As weather gets colder, 
beer geeks hop with 
enthusiasm for new brew

Fall is a special time of year, particularly for 
drinking seasonally. While there is no doubt 
that hordes of beer geeks select beers based 
on the season all year long, there are a num- 
ber of people who only do so in the fall when 
pumpkin and Oktoberfest (also known as 
Marzen) beers appear on store shelves. 

But, generally speaking, we’re not crazy 
about either style. Nor is either style par- 
ticularly popular with beer nerds. That got us 
wondering what beer industry experts turn to 
when the days grow shorter and the weather 
gets colder. 

So we asked a few beer industry insiders for 
their fall picks. While none named a pumpkin 
or Oktoberfest beer, there were a few com- 
mon threads. They drink beers using freshly 
harvested, or “wet,” hops (typically hops are 
dried almost immediately after harvest to 
preserve the oils and resins that add the bitter 
notes they impart on a beer), beers relatively 
high in alcohol and those with a pronounced 
acidity. 

When it comes to these fresh hop beers, 
Sierra Nevada’s Northern Hemisphere Har- 
vest Ale is the standard-bearer, says Brett 
VanderKamp, New Holland Brewing presi- 
dent. First produced in 1996, the beer is made 
using Cascade and Centennial hops shipped 
from Washington state’s Yakima Valley the 
day they are harvested. Those hops give the 
beer a fruity, grainy aroma and bright, grassy 
and oily notes. 

Because the wet hop beers rely on fresh 
hops, brewers have a limited window to pro- 
duce the beers, which makes them particu- 
larly special, VanderKamp says. 

With fall’s cool days and nights, strong 
beers that are higher in alcohol can help warm 
people up, says Lauren Salazar, sensory spe- 
cialist at New Belgium Brewing. 

She likes Jolly Pumpkin Artisan Ales’ 
Madrugada Obscura, a Belgian-inspired stout 
aged in an oak barrel with lactobacillus, a bac- 
teria used to produce yogurt and cheese, that 
gives the beer a funky, complex flavor that 
brings to mind dark chocolate, sour cherries, 
raisins and licorice. 

The beer works for two reasons, she says. 
At 8.1 percent alcohol by volume, it is big, but 
not too big, and the lactobacillus imparts a 
wild character that cuts through the heavier 
dishes of the season.

That wild character is why Brett Porter, 
brewmaster at Goose Island, turns to Verhae- 
ghe’s Duchesse de Bourgogne, a sour, acidic 
beer with an array of plum, cherry and fig fla- 
vors, along with hints of caramel, vanilla and 
oak. 

The beer’s acidity balances the sweetness 
and cuts through heavier dishes such as sau- 
teed, highly-seasoned root vegetables or roast 
venison in a fruit glaze, he says.
